His Account of the Forest Park Incident— 

. Why His Marriage Was Kept a Secret 
—His Cross-Examination by Gov. John- 
sen-—-The Case Evidently Near Ite Ter- 


Of late the sensations have come from the 
defense in the Vail case, and the experiments 
of yesterday afternoon were not only sensa- 
tional in their results but intensely dramatic. 
Frank Buebler,an expert in firearms, was 


placed on the stand, and he testified rat en in the pocket, 


astothe character and possibilities of th 
pistol and the various cartridges made, de- 
scribing in full how the fulminate was made, 
how it exploded when struck and the foree of 
blows required to ignite it. When the pin of 
the hammer was placed on the cartridge, he 
said,a weight of four pounds dropped one 
inch striking the hammer would explode the 
cartridge. Mr. McDonald picked up a false 
pocket and dropped the revolver intoit with 
the barrel down. Gathering the cloth 
above in his left hand so 
’ that the revolver hung as in a sack, he 
picked up a little fron hammer and said, 

‘Now, Mr. Buehler, tell me what the force of 
this blow ts?’’ 

He struck the hammer of the revolver, and 
there was a flashand q loud report. Every 
one in the court-room started. As the smoke 
ofthe revolver cleared away, Mr, Buehler 
said: 

**I don’t know what force you applied, but 
I know that a force of two pounds would be 
required.’’ 

**Examine that.pocket,’’ said Mr. McDon- 
ald. Just at the point opposite the jufhcture 
ofthe cylinder and the barrel was a dark 
stain, resembling a figure 8. 

Mr. Buehler looked at it and said it wasa 
powder burn. 

Mr. McDonald fired. again with the same re- 
sult Five pockets were fired through, and 
all of them were marred alike. Then Mr. Mc- 
Donald put the pistolin another pocket and, 
wrapping a piece of chinchilla over the ham- 
mer, struck it again and it exploded. 

**Now,’’ said Mr. McDonald, ‘‘would it be 

sible to discharge that revolver if it was 
nsidé the overcoat pocket and struck against 
a wheel?’’ 

‘*Oertainly, if the blow was hard enough.’’ 
Mr. Dryden took the witness and asked him 
’ {f the revolver could be discharged if it was 

in an overcoat pocket and struck againsta 
wheel that was covered with an inch ortwo 
of mud. 

Mr. Behier said not unless the mud was 
hard. 

Mr. Dryden had procured during Mr. Mc- 
Donald’s experiments a piece of poplar 
board, and he struck the hammer of the re- 
valver on the board so hard that it sunk in an 
eighth of an inch but did not discharge. 

‘*That will not discharge it,’’ said Mr. 
Behler, ‘‘you must strike it against some- 
thing hard, like iron.’’ 

‘*Exactly,’’ said Mr. Dryden. ‘‘That Is 
all.’’ 

THE OVERCOAT. 

Dr. Frank L. James, an expert specialist in 
chemistry and nmiicroscopy, was then called. 
Mr. McDonald asked him, with a smile, if he 
had an overcoat in his possession. 

Dr. James said he had, and Mr. McDonald 
asked himto produce it. He leaned over to 
Clerk Pattison’s desk and took upa bundle 
which he unwrapped. It was Vail’s overcoat, 
which has cut such a prominent figure in this 
case. 

Dr. James said his attention had been at- 
tracted tothe figure 8 mark in the bottom 
of the pocket when the gas escaped from be- 
tween the cylinder and the barrel. From 
that he could tell the position of the revolver 
atthe time it was discharged. He had tried 

experiments, and had 
from those powder 
: position of a _reyolver 
when discharged in a pocket can be definitely 
located. Fromthe position of the burnin 
the pocket he could state positively that when 
the revolver was discharged it was lying 
on its back, and the muzzle was 
seven oreight inches away from the lining. 
Mr. McDonald wanted to fire off a bullet into 
@ piece of cloth and suggested shooting it into 
the witness stand. The court did not want 
the witness stand spoiled, and said he might 
shoot out of the south widow. Mr. McDon- 
ald said he would make the experiment after 
court adjourned. 

On cross-examination by Gov. Johnson, Dr. 
James said that, leaving the powder burn 
outofthe question, the pistol might have 
been held with the trigger down. He ex- 
amined the overcoat with a microscope and 
found faint traces of mud on it. 

DEPUTY CORONER MEADE. 

Charles E, Meade, Deputy Coroner, was the 
first witness called by the defendant this 
morning. He testified that he recollected an 
accident that occurred to a friend of his 
Rammed Harris in Philadelphia. A pistol in 
his hip poeket discharged and shot him 
under the shonider biade. 

Goy. Johnson @bjected totestimony of this 
character, but was overruled. 

The next witness was John Beauchamp, 
Deputy Sheriff of St. Charles County, who 
related an incident that occurred a short 
while ago. He had his pistol in the right- 
hand pocket of his coat, and in drawing his 
gloves out he in some way discharged the 
pistol. The bail went back of him, struck 
another man in the calf of the leg, went 
through the bone and struck a sand barrel 
which was onthe left of the wounded man, 
the bali having, in some manner, turned at 
right angles as it came out of the leg. 

On cross-examination he said that 
he had his hand in the pocket of 
the coat at the time. The pocket of 
Beauchamp’s coat was turned inside out and 
the marks examined. It was similar 
te that in Vail’s coat, but its direction was 
different as the pistols pointed in opposite 
directions

DR. JAMES RECALLED. 

Dr. James, the expert, was then recalled 
and he walked outof the Circuit Attorney’s 
office with a microscope in his hand, which 
he placed on the counsel table. 

Mr. McDonald showed him Beauchamp’s 
coat and said: ‘‘Doctor, I will get you to ex- 
amine this coat and see the pocket and see if 
you find the figure-8 mark. Ifso, what {sits 
position with reference to the position of the 
pistol?’’ 

Dr. James looked at the pocket, and said: 
‘*The mark is there, plain enough, but I can 
not tell whether itis a powder burn until I 
examine it.’’ 

Then he took the overcoat and the micro- 
scope over to the window and spent some 
time examining it. When he returned he 
said: 

‘*The mark is there very plainly.’’ 

Mr. McDonald: ‘‘Now, what is the direc 
tion of the burns?’’ 

Dr. James: ‘‘Exactly the reverse of those 
in the pocket of that (Vail’s) eoat.’’ 

Dr. James then held one pocket and Mr. 
McDonaid held the otherand they compared 
the burns.

On cross-examination he said he could not 
tell the ageof the burn of Beauchamp’s coat 
or compare it even with relation to age of the | 
burn in Vail’s pocket, because there was so 
much difference between the ages. 

Mr. McDonald then described the position 
he claims Mrs. Vail was in when she was shot, 
having fallen back from the brake of the 
wagon, turned to the front and bending 
slightly forward. Tomake the wound made 
then, Dr. James said that the pistol would 
have to be in front of her and lower than the 
wound, shooting upwards. Mr. McDonald 
then described the position Vailand his wife 
were in at the time and asked Dr. James if 
he could reach around so as to fire and make 
the wound.

EXPERIMENTED ON M’DONALD. 

Mr. McDonald suggested that the Governor 
couldn't demonstrate it. 

‘*Well, you get up here and let metry on 
you,’’ said Gov. Johnson. 

‘**All right,’’ said Mr. McDonald. Gov. 
Johnson put on Vail’s overcoat and put the 
pistol in the pocket. He took his position be- 
hind Mr. McDonald, assumed the attitude 
which Vail is said to have occupied when his 
wife was shot, and from there stepped to Mr. 
McDonald’s side, bringing his hand and the 
overcoat pocket aroundin front. He placed 
the pistol concealed within the pocket against 
Mr. McDonald's abdomen and snapped it. Dr. 
James said he did not think that shot would 
have made the same wound that was found 
in Mrs. Vail’s body. 

Gov. Johnson succeeded, however, in get- 
ting in such a position that he could haye 
made the wound, but Dr, James said ft was 
difficult. 

‘*Now,’’ said Gory. Johnson, ‘‘suppose I do 
this.’’ 

He placed his left hand on Mr. McDonald’s 
right shoulder and turned him half way 
round, and stepping in front, snapped the 
pistol again. Dr. James said the wound could 
be made in that way. 

VAIL ON THE STAND. 

Mr. McDonald then turned to Vail and 
said: ‘‘Mr. Vail, will you take the stand?’’ 

There was some surprise for it was thought 
he would continue his experiments, but sud- 
denly Vail walked forward and held up 
his hand, Clerk Pattison swore him 
and Vail took his seat in the 
witness chair. The audience became per- 
fectly silent and waited for the first question. 
Mr. McDonald asked his questions slowly and 
deliberately, pausing between them to 
weigh each one carefully. Vail preserved 
that same air of placid calmness, and an- 
swered simply in as few words as possible.

DEATH OF SENATOR WILSON. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 25,--Senator Wil- 
son Of Maryland died suddenly at the Ham- 
ilton House at 10:05 last night of heart fail. 
ure. The deceased was born at Snow Hill, 
Ind., Dec. 22, 1821, and educated at Union 
Academy, Snow Hill, and Washington Acad: 
emy, Princess Anne, Ind., graduating at 
Jefferson College, Pennsylvania, in 1841. He 
practiced law for twenty years; was a mem.- 
ber of the Maryland Houseof Delegates in 
1847; was elector for Pierce and King in 1852; 
Representative in the Forty-second Congress; 
Judge of the First Judicial District of Mary- 
land from 1868 to 1884; elected to the United 
States Senate as a Democrat to succeed James 
B. Groome, Democrat; took his seat March 4, 
1885, and his term would have expired on 
March 3, next. 

THE SENATE. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 25.—In the Senate 
to-day the Chaplain ‘in his prayer feelingly 
alluded to the death of Senator Wilson of 
Maryland, which occurred in this city last 
night. After the journal was read, business 
was suspended on the suggestion of Mr. Ed- 
munds to give time for consultation with Mr, 
Gorman as to what course he wished the 
Senate to pursue in connection with the death 
of his colleague. Mr. Gorman, ina low and 
mournful voice, said: 

It becomes my painful duty, Mr. President, to an- 
pounce to the Senate the death of my colleague, the 
late Ephraim K. Wilson, He breathed his last in 
thiscity last nightabent 10e’elock. My late col+ 
league, though not in robust health, was in this 
chamber Saturday last, giving that earnest attention 
to public business which was the rule of his life. On 
Sunday he was indisposed, but none around 
him thought that is owas more pw 
temporary trouble, which would soon 
away. His death comes, therefore, as a sudden 
shock, not only to his associates, but to the country 
and to his family. My colleague had for some time 
anticipated a sudden taking off, He was conscious 
that he had an attack of the heart which might term- 
inate his career at any time, And yet, with the 
courage of a hero, he went on in the discharge 
of his private and public duties as serenely and as 
quietly and as methodically as if he were in 
robust health. Hehad nearly reached the allotted 
term of three score and ten. He was beloved and 
honored by the people of his State, whom he had 
served in their State Legislature, as a Presidential 
elector, as a member of the House of Representatives 
and as an Associate Justice of the Circuil Court of his 
district. He had been twice elected as a member of 
this body. His career here is familiar to all of us. 
We know him asa man of lofty intelligence, as 4 
lawyerof rarelogic and as a gentleman without 
reproach, He enjoyed the esteem of every member 
of this body without regard to party. The loss of 
such a man isalosstothe nation. But in Maryland 
his death will be specially mourned. The people of 
that State have lost angupright citizen, a true friend, 
a faithful legislator. e died as he lived—a modest, 
painstaking, Christian gentleman. 

Mr. Gorman then offered resolutions ex- 
pressing the great sorrow with which the 
Senate had heard of the death of Mr. Wilson 
directing the appointment of a committee of 
eleven Senators to make arrangements for 
superintending his funeral; directing the re- 
moval of the remains to Maryland in char 
of the Sergeant-at-Arms and attended by the 
committee, and ordering that a communica- 
tion be sent to the House of Representatives 
with an invitation to attend the funeral to- 
morrow, and to appoint a committee to act 

witha committee of the Senate. 

Mr. Spooner paid his tribute to the dead 
Senator. Hedid so now, he said, because 
when the Senate (in obedience to its custom) 
would hereafter suspend business in order to 
alliow eulogies to be delivered, he (Mr. 
Spooner) would not be a member of the 
body. Senator Wilsonand himself had en- 
tered the Senate on the same day, and had 
become members of tie Committee of 
Claims on the same day, that their associa- 
tion with each other, personal] 
and official had been intimate, 
Some years ago he had been admitted 
to Mr. Wilson’s confidence and been honored 
by his personal friendship. Mr. Wilson’s } 
death came to him, therefore, as a personal 
loss. He spoke of the deceased as a Man 
resengege | modest and unobtrusive, and yet 

aving that spiritand independence tnat are 
essential to manliness. He was able, and 
when duty ordered and health permitted, 
could successfully cope with any antagonist 
in debate on any subject. He had great legal 
learning, and histemperament was judicial, 
His aspirations were ail elevated, and he 
was, in his public and private life, a Christ- 
lan gentleman, 

The resolutions were agreed to unanimous- 
ly, and Messrs. Gorman, Gray, Jones (Ark- 
kansas), Pasco, Feulkner, Spooner, Wilson 
(lowa), Mitchell and Dixon were appointed 
the committee on the part of the Senate.

A RECORD WHICH COMPLETES, THE R0- 
MANCE OF A 8T. LOUIS ORPHAN. 


(oA Man Margrave; the Consumptive 
| Printer Who Placed His Two Children 
| in the Episcopal Orphans’ Home, Died 

at St. Joseph, Mo.—Disappearance of 
Blanche’s Sister, Anita. 


Developments this morning finally clear 
way from the life of Blanche Margrave all 
t&e mystery that has surrounded it. They 
ve conclusively and without a doubt that 
)manwho claims tobe her father, and 
then whom she was released by legal author- 
Baton Rouge, La., isnothing more or 

bed! than an impostor. 
lanché Margrave wag placed in the Epis- 
copal Orphans’ Home in this gjty in Septem- 
ber, 1874, and was adopted by Wm. Shelley of 
West Point, Colfax County, Miss., Oct. 25, 
1875, a little more than one year after she was 
surrendered by her parents. She was not 
heard from in St. Louis again until a few days 
ago, when a man claiming to be her father 
resisted an effort on the part of the girl to 
gain legal emancipation. The case 
came up at Baton Rouge, La., where 
the actions of the self-asserted father created 
great indignation. Margrave was charged 
with having maltreated the girl from the 
time of the death ofher adopted parents in 
1888, spent her money, and finally made an at- 
tempt to to compel her to enter a house of ill- 
fame and contribute to his support through 
her infamy.Great local interest is taken in the 
case because Margrave was well-known 
in this city, where he worked at different 
times between the years 1874 and 1882. Records 
were discovered this morning which estab- 
lish the fact that Margrave, the father of 
\ Blanche and Anita Margrave, died in St. 
Joseph, Mo., in 1883. This shows that 
-he man who claims to be Blanche’s father, 
nd who took her from West Point after the 
/death of her adopted parents is notevena 
relative. He appeared at West Point shortly 
after the death of Mr. and Mrs. Shelley and 
claimed to be the girl’s father and has since 
that time passed as such wherever the couple 

have gone. 
THE FATHER’S CAREER. 

Since the last publication in relation to this 
case humerous persons have been found who 
knew Margrave during his residence in this 
city. Itappears that he originally came to 
St. Louis during the summer of 1874 to attend 
the session of the International Typograph- 
ical Union, representing Topekain that body. 
He concluded to remain here and shortly aft- 
erward sent for his wife and.children, who, 
it seems, were living in Kansas City at the 
time. They came here and during the fall, a 
bad season for consumptives, he was una- 
ble to work. The family became des- 
titute, and the two girls, Anita and Blanche, 
were surrendered. to the orphans’ home by 

‘the mother. The directory of 1874 gives the 
man’s name as Margove, and the records at 
the orphans’ home do the same. But now 
the man is claiming to be Margrove, while 
the Typographical Union records give him as 
Margrave. Thus it will be seen that while 
the case looks tangled and inexplicable, nev- 
ertheless itis easily straightened. Margrave 
was a man who had held good positions, and 
at one time, it seems, been pargowner of the 
Topeka (Kan.) Commonwealth. He had the 
records of the orphans’ home fals- 
ified and gave the directory a 
name that would tally. Thus he hoped to sup- 
press all record of his children ever having 
been inmates of an orphans’ home. 
What his ~ reason (for such action 
may have been can only be conjectured, 
but there is little doubt’ that such 
is the case. There is norecord of a printer 
on the Globe in 1874 by the nameof Margove, 
but there isa record 6f Margrave. The Union 
records do not mention Margove; they do 
mention Margrave. None ofthe old printers 
remember Margove, but nearly every one re- 
Members old man Margrave. 

THE RECORD OF THE DEATH. 

Another chapter of this strange story 
hinges for its ordination to St. Louis. Mar- 
grave came to the St. Louis session 
of the St. Louls International Typographical 
Union, anditisinthe records of this body 
that proof of his death is given. At the Cin- 
cinnati session in 1883, Thursday, June 8, at 
lla. m., wasthetime set for the reading of 
resolutions of respect for deceased membDers. 
On regular roll call, Mr. A. U. Nash, the del- 
egate from the St. Joseph (Mo.) Union, arose 
and read the following, it being adopted and 
ordered printed in the proceedings of the 
International: ¥ 

*‘MR, PRESIDENT—The death of J. M. Mar- 
grave, which occurred at St. Joseph, March 
28, 1883, adds another nameto the roll of the 
respected dead of this body. Mr. Margrave 
represented Topeka at the St. Louis Con- 
vention in 1874. Deceased was one of the pio. 
neer printers of the Missouri Valley, and held 
the foremanship of several of the leading 
dailies of the West. He was an 
excellent mechanic, a steadfast and 
consistent unionist, and the many pleasant 
associations made during his long and useful 
life will exist while memory lasts. With a 
feeling of deep regret I request his name be 
transferred tothe list of deceased members. 
His age was 53 years at the date of his death.’’

= MEMORIES OF MARGRAVE. 
Margrave is described by St. Louis printers 
asa polished old gentleman, and was em- 
ployed here as late as 1882, working at the 
time for the Great Western Printing 
Co.,on Market street, near Broadway. At 
that time he said that he was a widower, 
often saying that he had two daughters, but 
never telling where they were. The descrip- 
tion of this man tallies withthe one who was 
here in 1874, and later died-in St. Joseph, Mo. 


_.. John Menaugh, the proofreader for the Great 


Western concern, remembered Margrave per- 
fectly, saying that he was ofa quiet, retiring 
disposition, and seldom associated with his 
fellow workmen. He is described as being in 
the last stages of consumption, and had only 
been kept up so long by his wandering habits, 
going from city to city. 

Mr. A. T. Beall, a well-known printer, 

worked with Margrave at the old Jones Bros.’ 
printing office on Pine street near Second, in 
the year 1874, and says that he always under- 
stood that Margrave was married and had 
two daughters. 

‘*It has been several years since that,’’ said 
Mr. Beall, ‘‘and I cannot remember things 
exactly. However, since seeing the 
publication in the Post-DiIsPpATcH I 
have called to mind a great 

many things connected with Mar- 
grave. He lived in the early part of the win-

Adopted by H. M. Bledsoe, Harrisonville, Case 
County, Mo., January, 1880.

Branson of 10 Leffingwell avenue, 
St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 7, 1884. Returned to the 
Home, Decmber, 1884. Left to go to Texas, Dec. 
30, 1885. Afterwards went to her father. 

The lasts entence is probably a mistake, as 
it is made evident that her father was dead 
on Dec. 30, 1885. It is probable that she 
started out to find her father, but did not 
succeed. If Anita can be found 
the mystery surrounding the’ man 
who claims to be Blanche Margrave’s father, 
will be cleared up. It will be remembered that 
in laying claim to Blanche as his daughter the 
man made the assertion that Anita was dead. 
Probably it was from thist source that the 
fraudulent father gained his knowledge of 
Blanche’s whereabouts. Of course it is highly 
probable that Anita is not dead, yet such may 
be the case.

New York, Feb. 25.—The trial of James A. 
Simmons for aldingand abetting in embez- 
gling and misappropriating the funds of the 
Sixth National Bank was resumed to-day. 
Gen. Claasen, on cross-examination, admit- 
ted that for the three $60,000 notes upon which 
$180,000 was advanced to Simmons, the latter 
gave him security which was, in fact, in ex- 
cess of the amount loaned. No facts in ad- 
dition to those already published were 
elicited. The cross-examination of Claasen 
occupied all day. 


The Jesomene’s Escape. 


Saw Francisco, Cal., Feb. 25.—The British 
ship Jesomene, which so narrowly escaped 
destruction on Monday off Point Reies, had a 
terrible experience. Saturday afternoon, 
after striking on Potato Patch, the Jesomene 
put out to sea, but at daylight on Sunday 
morning was within 200 feet of the rocks at 
Point Relies. Anchors alone saved the vessel 
from destruction. Sunday .afternoon she 
commenced to drag her anchors, and the top 
gallant masts were cut away toease her. 
Just before nightfall the sailors implored 
Capt. Seal to lower a boat. Todo this was 
certain death and the Captain refused. Mon- 
day afternoon a tug took the ship in tow, 
charging $12,000 for the service. As the vessel 
and cargo were worth $175,000, the price was 
agreed to. 


Banker Horner’s Victims. 


CuiIcaco, Ill., Feb. 25.—The Chicago branch 
office of E. H. Horner of 88 Wall street, New 
York, who is at the head of the alleged 
European lottery bond swindle, has been 
closed and his local agent, J. E. Heimann, 
cannot be found. Large numbers of poor 
people have been induced during the past 
year to buy these bonds on monthly install- 
ments of $ each. The bonds are mostly of 
some "petty European principality and the 
chief inducement held out for their purclase 
is that the purchaser is entitled to participa- 
tion in certain lottery drawings under the 
auspices of the governments issuing them. 
Horner is now awaiting trial In New York for 
fraudulent use of the mails in connection with 
this scheme and violation of the lottery law. 
Anumber of the local victims have banded 
together to make a fight against him. 


A Serious Charge. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 25.—Minnie Mab- 
bitt, a pretty young girl 17 years of age, to- 
gether with her older brothers, Orris 
and Mont, are on trial here charged 
with infanticide. The child they are 
accused of having killed it is claimed 
was the 6-weeks-old illegitimate 
daughter of the unfortunate alliance. She 
came tothis city last September from her 
home in Carrollton, to hide her shame. She 
went to Little’s Hotel. On Oct. 15 mother 
and child disappeared, anda few days later 
the dead body of the infant was found ina 
creek near the city weighted downin a rub- 
ber boot. Since the arrest the girl has made 
a statement going to show that her brothers 

assisted in disposing of the child. 


Watson Pleads Guilty. 

TERRE HAUTE, Ind,, Feb. 25.—Robert Wat- 
son, charged with the murder of August 
Davidson, pleaded guilty to manslaughter 
yesterday and was sentenced to seventeen 
years in the State Prison. This case excited 
much interest in Terre Haute. In 
August last Davidson caught Watson 
in his house at midnight and 
having suspected for some tfme that he had 
been a too frequent caller at his home during 
his (Davidson’s) absence, threw him out in 
the street. It was then Watson fired the shot 
that killed -Davidson. Both men were em- 
ployed on the Vandalia system, and the rail- 
road friends of the dead man raiseda big 
purse to obtain counsel to aid in the prosecu- 
tion. 


The Masked Burglary Mystery. 


NEw YORK, Feb. 25.—Miss Tillie Hahn yes- 
terday gave what she declares to be the true 
story of the ‘‘masked burglary’’ mystery, ac- 
cusing her brother-in-law, Joseph Kelly, of 
the robbery. She says Kelly removed 
his mask, and she showed him where Mrs. 
Allers, her employer, had $190 hidden, which 
Kelly took. Shethenlay downon the floor 
and Kelly bound her arms and legs and 
gagged her witha handkerchief.She then pre- 
tended to be unconscious until found by Mr. 
and Mrs. Allers. Kelly says the girl accuses 
him to shield her lover. 


The Otterville Train Robbery. 


BOONVILLE, Mo., Feb. 25.—At the trial of 
H. 8. Huffman and Frank Hines, indicted for 
train robbery, seventy-five witnesses.were 
sworn yesterday. The prosecution will try 
to prove by train men that Huffman and 
Hines are the parties who entered the train, 
and by other witnesses that the two men 
have already acknowledged the crfme. The 
defense relies upon proving an alibi, claim- 
ing the prisoners were at a town fourteen 
miles south of Lexington at thetime of the 
robbery. 


Wyatt Taken to Belleville. 


EDWARDSVILLE, Ill., Feb. 25.—Sheriff Holtz 
left this morning for Belleville, having in 
charge J. R. Wyatt, one of the parties con- 
nected with the Gillham murder case, 
Wyatt will he transferred to the Belleville 
Jail, onan order from State’s Attorney Mc- 
Nulty. This step was considered necessary, 
as the jail here furnishes only a limited nitfm- 
ber of cells for solitary confinement, and itis 
desired to keep the three prisoners concerned 
in this case entirely separate.

CAN'T GET A HEARING. 


ENGINEER 
AGAINST THE POLICE BOARD. 


BOULEY’S COMPLAINT 


Grave Charges Against an Officer Allowed 
to Remain Unheard—A Brutal Clubbing 
Followed by Groundless Prosecution— 
A Grand-Jury Investigation Likely. 


James N. Bouley, an engineer employed in 
the building of the Merchants’ Terminal Rail- 
way Co., and stationed near the foot of 
Washington avenue, just north of the Ead’s 
bridge, has a grievance against the police 
and the Police Board. According to his story, 
a citizen who ts first assaulted and seriously 
hurt by a policeman, and who is afterwards 
falsely accused of a crime by the same officer 
and who successfully clears himself, both 
from the charge of loitering, under which he 
was first clubbed, and of petty larceny, under 
which he was subsequently arrested, finds it 
impossible to secure justice from the Police 
Board upon the officer against whom he pre- 
fers charges based on the above facts. 

‘*The board, for some reason, seems dis- 
posed to shut me off,’’ says Engineer Bowley, 
‘*but Idon’t- propose to beshut off, I shall 
go before the Grand-jury with charges 
against Officer Richard Fay of assault with in- 
tent to do great bodily harm and of perjury. 
I may getgome action then.’’ 

THE ENGINEER’S STORY. 

The engineer told his story in full to a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter this morning, and told it 
very straight. On Jan. 2 last, there was a

As witnesses 
to his good character, Bouley had the follow- 
ing officers summoned to appear  be- 
fore the board: Officer Paul Moran of 
the beat upon which the engineer’s office is 
located, Officers Henry Spinnerman, John 
Fuqua and Torey. As witnesses of the un- 
provoked assault upon him by Officer Fay he 
had the following summoned: Thomas Jones 
of 502 North Broadway ,Fred Nagel,a tardealer 
at 719 North Main street, and Timothy Dan- 
nehy and Fred Kelly, employed at Eliot 
Smith’s glass-works at 507 North Levee.

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THE TEMPERATURE OF ST. LOUIS FOR 
TWENTY YEARS PA8T. 


It Compares Favorably With Other Places 

of the Same Latitude — Highest and 

' Lowest Marks Received Here—Interest- 
ing Review of the City Weather. 


The year 1899 completed twenty years of 
climatic observations at the St. Louis Signal 
Service here has prepared a brief review of 
the record, whieh not only gives a good idea 
ofthe climate of the city, but explodes the 
generally accepted idea that St. Louis sum- 
mers are excessively hot. Lieut. Day says that 
all will admit that for nine months of 
the year—from Sept.15 to June 15—the climate 
is a comfortable one in which to dwell and ts 
about what would be expected from this lati- 
tude and the local surroundings. The annual 
percentage of ‘‘wholly clear’’ days average 
84 per cent, ‘‘partly cioudy’’ days, 39 per 
cent, and ‘‘cloudy'’ days; 27 per cent, and 
the days in which rain falls, 81 percent. The 
mean annual temperature is 55.5 degs, and 
the rainfall is 38.4 inches. 

During the pasttwenty years the highest 
temperatur was 106.4 on Aug. 12, 
1881, and the lowest temperature 21.5 
below zero on Jan. i =65, 1984. In 
the twenty years the temperature has ex- 
ceeded 100 degs. only four times-—101 degs. In 
1874 and 1880, 102 degs. in 1886 and the 106.4 
already stated in 1881. Aneven 100 degs, was 
recorded in ‘71, ’°79 and ’87 and during 
eleven of the other years % degs, or more 
was reached and 9 degs. in ’76 and 98 degs. 
in 1889 were the lowest maxima for the peri- 
od, During the twenty years the highest 
temperature was recorded eleven times in 
July, seven times in August and twice in 
June, 

THE YEARLY AVERAGES. 

The greatest heat occursin the months of 
June, July, August and September and the 
daily average maximum temperature for 
them is as follows; June, 83.4; July, 87,2; 
August, 8.9, and September, 77.9 deg. The 
fact that the extreme occurs usually inJuly 
and August, and the further fact that the 
high temperature for June is due to the last 
half of that month being usually slightly 
less than July weather and the 
figures for September being #0 
low as to show that month to be asarule 
very comfortable, both are omitted in the 
following comparisen. A careful comparison 
ofthe monthly average maximym fempera- 
ture at St. Louls with that recorded for Cin- 
cinnati and Louisville shows that the general 
average daily maximum for those cities, like 
that given above for St. Louis for the same 
period of years and the same months, differs 
from that for 8t. Louis in about the same de- 
gree asdothe monthly averages, and at the 
same time gives a fairly accurate idea of the 
summer climate of Cincinnati and Louisville.

The elevation of these cities above the sea 
is about the same, their local surroundings 
differing but slightly, and all being situated 
on one of the great rivers, in practically the 
same latitude, belng thus subjected to about 
the same climatic influences. From these 
figures itcan easily be seen that the state- 
ment at the beginning of this article is true. 

To carry the comparison further, to include 
the cities of Omaha and St, Paul, differing 
from the cities mentioned only in the matter 
of greater elevation and a much higher lati- 
tude, we find:

This forces the conclusion that St. Louis for 
the summer is nota hotter place in which to 
reside than any of these cities except 8t. 
Paul, and that the latter is not so distress- 
ingly cool in comparison. 

The best evidence on the point at issue is 
to be found in the daily range of temperature, 
for the difference between the maximum and 
minimum recorded for each day tellsin un- 
mistakable language how comfortable the 
day’s temperature has been. The average 
daily minimum temperature for July and 
August in St. Louis is 70.9 and 67.9, giving an 
average daily range in each month of 16 
deg., and 18 deg., showing that one can 
dwell here during he summer in comparative 
comfort.

Dr. Taussig Says That the Terminal Co. 
Will Lose No Time in Hrecting the 

‘ Depot—One Provision Which May 
Cause Them Trouble-Oonditions Un: 
der Which the apreaeare Will Be Built. 


A new Union ‘Pegot on the corner of Bigh- 
teenth and Market streets is a certainty. Tlie | 
surveyors and graders for the Union 
Depot Co. started out to-day to make 
the primary surveys and get the 
grades for the various tracks. The buildin = 
to be torn down and removed will be mark 
and all the property within the limits of the 
new depot will be cleared as poo as 7 yews 
There are a great pve ipa and impor- 
tant buildings now ng which cannot 
be removed until the present occupants 
have been given sufficient time to re-estab- 
lish themselves elsewhere, hut all the terri- 
tory south of Walnut street and west of Nine- 
teenth will be taken hold of immediately | 
and put in proper shape. There fre- 
main a number of formalities yet to 
be gone through with, such as the 
acceptance in form of the ordinance, 
the flingof bondsand the establishment of 
titles to property, butas these are all a mat- 
terof formthey are in no way a bar to the 
progress of the actual work. 

THE ORDINANCE ACCEPTABLE. . 

Dr. Taussig, who has represented the 
riilrJad companies in ¢@the dealings 
with the city, * was seen at 
the office . of the Bridge Co. 
this morning. Dr. Taussey said; ‘‘In about 
two weeks there will be a regular meeting of 
the board and at that meeting fhe ordinances 
wilbe duly accepted. We cannot hold a 
ay. sooner as the members are out of the 
city. 

**The ordinance in the main Is satisfactory, 
although there are some burdens and re- 
strictions which we would not have chosen if 
we had been left to choose, but in the main it 
is satisfactory. There is one thing I do not 
exactly like but we will de@ the best we can 
with it. The ordinance specifies that we 
shal] submit to the Board of Public Improvye- 
ments within four months of the 
date of acceptance the complete plans of 
the depot showing how much it will cost and 
soon. Now thisis a physical impossibility, 
as wecannot get up the complete plans in 
that time. We will probably hold off our 
formal acceptance the full sixty days 
allowed us so that we will have that 
much more time in which to get up 
the plans, but I do not think 
that even with the additional time we will 
secure that way that we can have our plans 
ready. I have no doubt, though, that the 
matter can be arrangéd satisfactorily. 

**Il gave orders this morning for our sur- 
veyors to go out over the ground and take the 
necessary survey for grades and levels and to 
put the steam embankment machine to work. 
We will tear down such buildings as we can 
right away and you can say for me that we 
will not let the grass grow under our feet.’’ 

The Assembly finished its share of the work 
onthe Union Depot bill last night and it is 
now in the Mayor’s office awaiting his signa- 
ture. 

The ordinance covers very thoroughly the 
entire subject and while not exactly satisfac- 

_tory to the few who objected te the closing of 
Clark avenue, itisin general about what is 
wanted. 

Sec. 1 gives the Union Depot Co. of St. 
Louis and the Terminal Railroad Asso- 
ciation of St. Louis the right to extend their 
tracks and any tracks leased, operated or 
controlled by them, or either of them, from 
the south line of Randolph street to the south 
line of Olark avenue, between the east 
line of Eighteenth _§ street and the 
east line of Twenty-first street, and 
from the south line of Clark avenues tothe 
south line of Market street, between the west 
line of Eighteenth street and the east line of 
Market street, and tocross Randolph, Poplar, 
Spruce, Clark avenue, Walnut and Eugenia 
streets, and intermediate streets and alleys, 
and to construct and maintain a new depot 
and passenger station and approaches 
thereto within the said limits; and also to lay 
down and maintain railroad tracks and sid- 
ings, in, over, under and upon all streets and 
alleys within the above described limits of 
the City of St. Louis. 

This is granted with the provision that all 
roads entering the city shall be allowed to use 
the depot and tracks under reasonabP rates. 

Sec. 2 provides for the manner in which the 
streets shall be vacated for the railroad upon 
their certifying to the City Counselor that 
they bave acquired the property bordering 
upon the streets to be abandoned. 

Sec. 8 reserves for the city the right to 
maintain any bridges now existing within the 
limits fixed by sec. 1, or to build at any time 
in the future any bridges it may deem desir- 
able. 

Sec. 4 provides for the manner in which the 
tracks shall be laid and the terms upon which 
sewers, water mains and gas pipes shall be 
moved. 

Sec.'5 reserves for the city the right to build, 
maintain or reconstruct sewers within the 
limits at all times, 

Sec. 6 is the one which provides directly for 
the depot building and the manher of its con- 
struction, the cost, etc. ._It reads as follows: 
**The said Union Depot Co. and the Terminal 
Railroad Association of St, Louis or their suc- 
cessors or assigns, shall begin work for the 
construction of said Union Depot and passen- 

ger station within sixty (60) days, and shall 
complete the same within three (8) years 
after the approval of this ordinance. Fro-

THE MUNICIPAL ASSEMBLY. 


Regular Meetings of the Council and 
House of Delegates Last Night. 


The Council held a regular meeting last 
night, with Vice-President Comfort in the 
Chair. The Mayor returned a number of 
ordinances with his signature. The Board of 
Public Improyements submitted for approval 
a number of street sprinkling contracts. 

Mr. Horton introduced a bill granting 
the St. Louis & Ulayton Rallroad Co. 
the right to build and operate a street rail- 
road from Goodfellow and Delmar avenues to 
the city limits. The bill authorizing the Re- 
corder of Deeds to employ another clerk was 
reported passed by the House. An ordinance 
was introduced authorizing the Cass Avenue 
Railroad to extend its tracks westwardly and 
to connect with the Seventh street tracks of 
the Broadway line. Mr. Sloan introduceda 
bill to extend the franchise of the Union Line 
until 1980, 

The ordinance granting the privilege of 
erecting signs on street lamp-posts was filed. 
« The bill to submit the sinking fund propost- 
tion to a popular vote was passed by a vote of 
8 to 4, 

The Union Depot ordinance, as passed by 
the House, was signed by Vice-President 
Comfort. 

The bill vacating certain streets in favor of 
the St. Louis Stamping Co. was passed. 

THE HOUSE. 

In the House of Delegates last night the 
most important business done was the pass- 
ing of the Union Depot ordinance as it came 
from the Council. The bill leasing Forest 
Park privileges to Chas. Schweickhardt was 
passed, 

The ordinance changing the name of Bell 
avenue to West Bell street was passed. 

The Union Depot bill was returned from the 
Council wit the signature of the Vice-Presi- 
dent and was signed by the Speaker. 

The new Union Depot will be an enterprise 
in keeping with the activity displayed in rail- 
way terminals, for in no one year have the 
terminal facilities of St. Louls been s0 
much improved as in the past year. 
This improvement its not confined to one 
side of the river for new lines and greatly 
improved facilities have been bulilton both 
sides of the Mississippi River, the location of 
which together with the manufacturing in- 
terests can be readily seen on a large map
